Press.}—There is nothing in the Illi- 
nois statutes or constitution that pre- 
vents a property owner from doing his 
own. plumbing, painting, or electrical

She began divorce proceedings. She, 
too, was getting sick and tired of her 
married life, her father yesterday told 
Capt. Naughton, as he recalled that 
just a little while ago, after an at- 
tempted suicide, Mrs. Lorenz had said, 
“I'd just as soon be dead as go op 
living the way I am now.”

THE DRY DRAGONADE. 


A convention of the Anti-Saloon League of Amer- 
ica finished its meetings in Chicago last week. It 
should have been a clinic for the Freudians, psychi- 
atrists, neurologists, and historians, a study of 
vindictive zeal and unbalanced fervor, which in the 
whole history of man has been relentless in power 
and savage in dominion. 


It was occasion for men interested in scientific 


analysis of human conduct to see in operation the 
obliquities and adumbrations of the mind which 
bave caused the world’s history of agony from 
persecution for opinion, habit, and custom. 

The government of opinion and habit has always 
produced an excitement which ignored considera- 
tions of humanity and the normal protections of 

law. 

This excitement was apparent in the proceedings 
and utterances of the gathering. The zealots and 
enthusiasts were in from all parts of the country, 
and their action upon each other was a feverish 
stimulation, and it revealed the whole fabric of 
moralistic intolerance. 

These people asked that fangs be put in the law. 
They wanted the army and the navy used for en- 


torcantentt and-would»indorse a substitution of the, 


military court for the processes of the state. Al- 
ready in the excesses they have promoted there is 
double jeopardy, and a person may be twice tried 
and twice punished for the same offense. Trial by 
jury has been abolished by the use of the injunc- 
tion and contempt proctedings, and a person may 
be punished as a criminal without a jury verdict. 
The use of property is taken away by the decision 
‘of a judge that the property owner is in contempt 
of éourt: Homes and places of business are en- 
tered without warrant. The persons of citizens 
are searched without warrants. Enforcement offi- 
cers have shot citizens whose offense was the pos- 
session of a quart of liquor and whose misfortune 
and mistake it was to try to elude the officer. 
Innocent craft have been fired upon by gunboats, 
the officers of which just took the chance that 
if they sank the vessel they would sink a rum 
bat. 

These are crimes in the hame of the law and 
outside the law against the security of the in- 
dividual and the security of his property. The 
safeguards which democratic experience and wis- 
dom agree are required for the stability of the 
State are broken down, and the substantial people 
of the country should recognize that the forces 
behind the breakdown are determined to have 
more of it. ;

Chicago “Failures.” — | 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 

After using a week to enumerate the 
merits of Chicago, the Association of 
Commerce yesterday listed two dozen 
defects. The responsibility for a large | 
majority of these “failures” is laid 
at the door of the leaders in politics 
who select the public officials. 

“Our public officials must realize 
that their chief functions are extra- 
legal rather than legal; that they 
should look at the city as a whole 
with an eye to the future rather. than 
in part and for the present,” starts one 
comment of the cause of Chicago's 

“Tt is more tmportant that 
the city have adequate railroad ter- 
minals, for example, than that side 
walk permits for barber poles be 
issued.” 


Results Are Criticised. 


The association does not criticise 
because of the lack of expense, but be- 
cause of the failure to get results. 
Indeed, one defect listed reads: “ The 
limit of the city’s bonding power re 
stricts public improvements.” 

Relative to that.point ‘President Wil-. 
liam R. Dawes of the association said: 

“ We must adopt a broader policy on 
taxation. We must realize that if we 
want improvements we must, pay for} 
them. We must use a larger visiofi in 
considering our tax burden.” r 


Chicago Losing Industries. 

The association says we lost the 
automobile industry and are doing | 
little to get the airplane business. We | 
are nullifying the abolition of “ Pitts- 
burgh plus” and the lack of local 
transportation is losing “untold mil- 
lions." Street congestion is driving 
industries out of Chicago, while the 
difficulty of getting switch tracks and 
alley vacations is. preventing others 
from coming to Chicago. 

The association's own phrasing of 
the two dozen “failures” and com- 
Ments thereon are: 

“1. Chicago lost the automobile 
manufacturing industry whieh she 
had and failed to get automobile in- | 
dustries which she might have had 
through a lack of appreciation of the 
possibilities when that industry 
in its infancy. | 


Lagging in Airplane Industry. 

“2. Chicago is now repeating herself 
in this respect in the airplane indus- 
try. Not only has little been done to 
make this the air capital of the na- 
tion as its central positioy“demands, 
but there has been little thought giveri 
to encouraging the establishment here 
of the business of manufacturing air- 
planes and airplane machinery. 

“3. Chicago ha® failed to take ad- 
vantage of its natural and acquired 
physical and locational advantages. 
The city has not developed its water- 
way possibilities nor its harbor possi- 
bilities. It has not looked forward to 
the provision of terminals for water- 
way traffic. 7

Italians Pay $5,000,000 
as First Year’s Due. 


[Chieago Tribune Press Service. } 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 14—{Spe 
cial. Secretary Mellon, as chairman 
of the American debt commission, and 
Count Volpi, Italian finance minister, 
today wrote finis to the negotiations 


for funding Italy’s war debt to the 
United “States. Formal signatures 


were attached to the debt agreement 
at noon. | 
President Coolidge later signed the 
document. ' 
Count Volpi, as proof of “the sin- 
cerity of purpose” of the Italian peo 
ple, gave the treasury an order ‘for 
$5,000,000 as the first payment under 
the terms of the funding formula and 
a check for $199,000, the cash balance 
omitted from the setti@ment which 
had been made on the basis of $2,042,- 
v00,000. 

Talks of New Laans. 


Italy intends to carry the agree- 
ment through to its conclusion, the 
finance minister said. Its plans, gov- 
ernmental and private, contemplate 
building for the future. To that end, 
Count Volpi declared, all new money, 
sent by American bankers to Italy, 
whether for government or private 
use, will be used exclusively for new 
construction; it will be used for resto- 
ration and expansion of Italy’s indus- 
trial life upon which the nation’s fu- 
ture depends. 

The Italian mission left Washington 
tonight, headed for Niagara Falls, 
where Count Volpi will inspect the 
hydro-electric power development. He 
said that his country must lean 
strongly on development of its water 
resources. 

Refuses to Discuss Future. 


Reports of negotiations by the Ital- 
ians for loans from private bankers 
here cannot be discussed at the mo- 
ment, Count Volpi said. 

Count Volpi said he found some hesi- 
tancy on the part of the treasury in 
accepting the first payment.

“Tf the supremacy of the law is to 
be maintained it can be done only 
through the codperation of the decent 
law abiding citizens, who are called 
for jury service. Law enforcing 
agencies are helpless to stop crime 
without the willing codperation of 
jurors. You men are excused, but 
remember, next time u are called 
for jury service, to er the ques- 
tions honestly.” 

Special Panel Exhausted.

Some of the farmers downs@lte have 
found that growing weeds yields a 
profit. By allowing rank vegetation 
to flourish in corners of fields, by 
planting with the idea of providing 
cover for the game birds, the farmers 
soon had a good sized quail population 


willing to pay for the quail hunting 
privileges. As a result the farmer 
nets $25, $50, or $100 a year on his 
weeds and he has lots of quail every 
season, as a sportsman only takes a 
small proportion of the birds each 
year.

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READING URGES ; 
AUTONOMY FOR 


INDIA PROVINCES 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 
LONDON, Nov. 14.—TuHEe TRIBUNE 
learns that Lord Reading, the retiring 
viceroy of India, has recommended 
that the cabinet grant the Indian prov- 
inces “full provincial autonomy,” 


leaving the position of the central gov- 
ernment open to discussion. Lord 
Reading urged that the British gov- 
erninent take steps to institute this 
reform immediately so it may be pre- 
sented to the Indian national con- 
gress which will meet in December. 

It is understood that the cabinet has 
already taken the matter under con- 
sideration. Well informed Indians in 
London predict favorable action on the 
plan, which would have far reaching 
effects in India. Observers here link 
the move with the recent Swarajist 


(home rule) party activities through- 
out India. The party’s threats of re- 
bellion may have speeded up the con- 
cession, it is believed. 

If the cabinet acts immediately, 
Lord Reading will be able to get the 
new program under way before he re- 
turns to England in March, as the an- 
nual session of the legislative assem- 
bly is scheduled for January. 

Meanwhile, it has been announced 
that a committee of Swarajist leaders 
is planning to Visit England in Feb- 
ruary to discuss the question of train- 
ing Indians for commissions in the 
British army.

Weizmann is the author. 

The most important progress to 
which the memorandum can allude is 
that of Jewish immigration in Pales- 
tine. In 1924, 12,856 Jews entered into 
Erez Israel, as against 7,421 in 1923. 
In the first six months of 1925 the 
figure rose to 15,821. Despite constant 
immigration which exceeds Jewish. im- 
migration to the United States, the 
number of returning immigrants is 
constantly diminishing.

There are on the market numerous re- 
ceivers and combinations of well-built 
apparatus which offer a standard of 
reproduction equal to, ff not beyond, 
anything known previously. Moreover, 
there are many receivers which un- 
deniably add to the beauty and inter- 
est ofa home, judged purely from the 
decorative standpointa. And a large 
share of these show engineering skill 
and fine workmanship fully up to the

There is, therefore, little or nothing 
to be gained by delaying longer in pur- 
chasing a radio set. Merely reasonable 
care in making your choice now as-} 
sures you both satisfaction and en-/ 
joyment. Pick out a set which by| 
dqmonstration proves that it can give | 
you real music from the station you 
want; which in design satisfies your 
standards of good taste, and, finally, 
which carries the name of a reputable 
maker.

She must. however, take into consid- 
eration that she is buying the: radio 
primarily for entertainment, although 
the finish and general type of the cabi- 
net is not to be overlooked, for the 
radio is not to be considered an eye- 
sore in the home decorations. 
sequently in giving advice to women 


who contemplate buying radios I would 


stress these points. 
Go to Responsible Dealers. 


I would siggest that she first go to 
a responsible radio dealer. There is 
little difficulty in this selection, as the 
progressive dealer generally carries a 
vartety_ of stock from which to choose. 
Having Selected the dealer, she should 


’ gecure his opinion 4s to the perform- 


ance of the sets he handles, as to tone 
quality first, selectivity second, and 
last but not least, the possibility of 
long distance reception. 

With the generous amount of adver 
tising now carried in our ieading mag- 
azines and newspapers, she probably 
has in mind several advertised sets. 
These sets are more apt to be better 
quality products than those not ad- 
vertised, for advertising lays open to 
the public the character of the insti- 
tution manufacturing the product, and 
if it has anything to conceal, national 
advertising is at least not advisable. 

Try It in Your Home. 

If the dealer has recommended a na- 
tionally advertised set and recom- 
mends the above mentioned qualifica- 
tions, tone, selectivity and distance, it 


then becomes her privilege to select 


from these various sets the type which 
is best fitted for her home. 
should be asked, and generally is will- 
ing, to demonstrate the set she has 
selected, in her own surroundings, for 
location has much to do with the func- 
tioning of sets as to selectivity and 
distance, 

She can assume that there is little 
economy in starting out with a radio 
which does not, through its price, in- 
dicate its possibilities. It is true that 
price is not a standard by which a set 
may he judged, but it is also true that 
a set selling at $25 or $30 cannot have 
the possibilities of a set selling at 
around $100. 

Some sets are more simple in tuning 
thah others, although there is a rapid 
tendency to one and two dial controls 
which minimize this difficulty. It must 
be remembered that a set that is highly 
selective is at once more difficult to 
tune generally than that which has a 
broad range on local stations.

What do you do when your radio set 
won't work? 

Most people cuss, kick and tinker. 
The tinkering often does some good. 
The cussing probably does more good 
to the set’s owner than it does for 
the set. Kicking often leads to finding 
the trouble and correcting the difficul- 
ty. The latter fact has been recognized 
by manufacturers of radio apparatus 
who have established service stations 
to which kickers can come and kick 
and can learn how to eliminate what 
they kicked about. 

For instance, one big parts manufac- 
turer has established free service sta- 
tions in the leading cities in the coun- 
try. They have been most popular. 
They are useful not only in aiding set 
owners to deal with a variety of minor 
difficulties which happen in even the 
best regulated sets, but have also ac- 
complished wonders in building good 
will among amateurs and especially 
the great majority of people who build 
their own sets. 

Complaints Are Varied. 

Many of the complains can be rem- 
edied almost immediately by a skilled 
workman and usually are due to lack 
of knowledge of set construction or 
failure to follow simple directions. The 
number of reasonable kickers in a serv- 
ice station of course greatly outnum- 
bers the unreasonable ones, and most 
of them go away with their sets in 
good working order and with a sense 
of real gratitude to the manufacturer 
who operates the station. But workers 
in a service station have to listen to 
unreasonable complaints along with 
the other kinds. They realize that 
while the policy of “the public be 
pleased” is sound, it is not always as 
easy as it sounds. ’ 

The writer was told of one fan liv- 
ing near New York who built a set 
from standard parts and complained 
loudly because he could not get Texas 
on his set before 8:30 at night. 


Wanted California Every Night. 


Another DX hound who pulls in 
California frequently was wholly dis- 
satisfied and declared that his set 
was ‘“‘no good”’’ because he couldn't 
get it every night. He did not say 
what else he expected to get, whether 
it was England or Mars. 

Another caller with a real live kick 
Was an undertaker. He said that a 
wire in his set came loose and he had 
put it in again but the set wouldn't 
work—would the service man please 
tell him what was the matter. The 
service man did. Friend undertaker 
had put the wires together with glue 
and wondered why they did not work! 

Another customer anointed all the 
wires of his set copiously with vase- 
line. Maybe he thought the radio 
waves would slip along faster. A post- 
man who came in with a “bum” set 
said he felt sure he had a leaky vari- 
able condenser. 

“Don’t you get tired of the crazy 
complaints?" the writer asked the 
service man.

U.S. Chief Points Way 


to Perfection. 


(Continued from first page.) 


While the answer is no, of course, this 
goal is being steadily pursued. 

Als the radio signals are conveyed 
along a single track, the ether, and 
very skillful dispatching is required 
to avoid collisions. At the present 
time every conceivable interest wants 
to broadcast, simply because radio is 
the best means of publicity yet de 
vised. It would not be nearly so bad 
if every one wanted to start a news- 
paper, because the printing of one 
newspaper does not get in the way of 
the printing of another; but in radio 
only so many can operate at one time. 
When this physical condition, which 
unfortunately the scientist cannot 
alter, is generally realized, people will 


perhaps be at least as willing to hold 
back from erecting stations as from

starting newspapers. Not every one 
who has a message for the public 


starts a newspaper; he usually uses 
for his purpose the newspaper already 
existing. 

Overcrowding the Air. 


The thing that most stands in tha 
way of radio perfection just now is 
this overcrowding of the ether because: 


too many kind souls aspire to serve 
the public through the ownership of 
broadcasting stations. If America is 
not convinced from her own experi- 
ences in the way of radio traffic jams, 
what is happening in Europe may sup 
ply proof that there must be tron 
handed limitation of the number of 
stations. 

There is today serious interference 
among the broadcasting stations of 
Europe. To cure this by. giving every 
station a separate frequency would re 
quire that broadcasting have all the 
waves from 600 to 2,000 kilocycles 
(600 to 150 meters), and in addition all 
those from 100 to 375 kilocycles (3,000 
to 800 meters). 

To suggest seriously this would be 
to propose, in essence, that broadcast- 
ing monopolize the whole of radio. 
Away with amateurs, away with ship 
communication, away with radio aids 
to navigation. Such a proposal is un- 
thinkable. Faced by this, a conference 
of the radio engineers of Europe, 
which just met at Geneva, has taken 
the bold step of agreeing and declaring 
that the only solution of broadcast 
station congestion is to get rid of 
some of the stations. Whether Amer- 
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ica will take so drastic a step remains 
to be seen, but it is clear that a defi- 
nite program of some kind must and 
will be adopted to preserve radio in the 
future from the choking of other chan- 


nels. 
Advertising Intrusion. 
Another Iimitation upon radio per- 
fection, also arising out of the hitherto 
unlimited freedom of broadcasting, is 
its commercialization. Listeners are 


beginning to be uneasy over the too 

de intrusion of soap, bonbons, and 
typewriters in the midst of otherwise 

utiful programs. The ruthless hand 
f commercialism is seen also in the 
woccasional announcement that a per- 
formance has to be interrupted because 
of a demand for exorbitant royalties 
from the holder of the copyright on 
gome musical selection. 

Except for the type of difficulties I 
have mentioned most of the limitations 
of radio are being steadily overcome 
by scientific and technical progress. It 
is the radio engineer who forges the 
keys to radio paradise for an ever 
growing number of people. At present 
there is only a small area, a few miles, 
around each station in which the radio 
}waves reach the listener with ample 
intensity, undisturbed by atmospheric 
(stAtic) and electrical interference. 

Improvement Possible. 

For most people there can be no illu- 
sion of paradise when listening to radio 
programs until the quality of sound de- 
livered by the receiving set is greatly 
improved. This can be done, Some 
of, the more expensive sets now give 


substantially perfect quality, with vol- 
ume as(great as the original perform- 
ance. It remains to bring apparatus 
of such perfection within the reach of 
the ordinary pocketbook, and there 
are steady advances in that direction. 

There is one problem which baffies 
radio engineers at present. That is 
fading, or the irregular fluctuation of 
received signal strength, which you 
notice whep listening to programs 
from distances of fifty miles or more. 
The only answer at the present time 
is that perfection cannot be exper! 
enced in reception at such distances, 
and so the effective service area of & 
station is now limifed to a small area 
around it. No stone is being left un- 
turned and no technical expedient is 
neglected in the efforts being made to 
conquer fading and extend this service 
area. If all else fails, great distance: 
can be reached by the use of lower fre 
quencies, but this requires very high 
power. It is also qeustionable whether 
the radio public of America would 
agree to putting broadcasting in amone 
the ship and overland message traffic 
that now uses the lower frequencies 
It is of interest that just this has been 
done in Europe.

HOW TO USE THE PATTERNS 


OOL rep is a good material to 
use in making a dress by pat- 
tern No, 2525. It is a slip-on, 
one piece dress, front and 

back each cut in one piece. Then 
there are long or short sleeves, as one 
fancies, and a tiestring that forms the 


‘collar across the back of the dress. 


This design is suitable for walking, 
shopping, or for general afternoon 
‘wear. In the front the dress is 
slashed up to a given perforation, and 
in this opening an inset of the dress 
materiai is placed. Directions make 
the manner quite clear. 

The dress is slashed down from the 
meck in the center front; but not until 
the front facing has been basted and 
stitched in place. This also is so clearly 
explained that there is nothing more to 
add to it. The long tie string at the 
meck can be made of the dress or some 
contrasting material, and if something 
eise is used make the wristbands ‘and 
belt of it, too. The pattern marks the 
full length sleeves for a short length; 
but this time of year the full length 
sleeves will look better and feel better 
for this sort of dress. If you prefer 
to have the lower part of the sleeves 
of a thinner and a contrasting color 
and material the stores are showing 
the most fascinating materials for 
sleeves, and the wrist part is practi- 
cally ready to finish.

HE bedrooms, guest room, and

ACH return visit to the exhibition 
of American paintings and sculp- 
ture current in the east wing 
galleries of the Art institute dis- 

covers to the visitor a fresh sensation 
of pleasure. Perhaps it is felt in the 
bright, clear group of portraiture by 
Jean MacLane, “The Aritist’s Fam- 
ily "’; perhaps in the chill winter scene 
so realistic that shivers chase each 
other up and down a sympathetic

The presence of the women behind the curtain, even 
during this grave, solemn audience which dealt with 
Turkey's fate, was typical of the weakness of the 
orient; while typical of its strength was the character 
of the men gathered in the audience hall. They were 
cabinet ministers, ranking officers of the army and the 
navy, household officials, financial experts, great. dig- 
nitaries of the Moslem hierarchy, all faithful adherents 
of the old regime. The majority were Osmanli Turks, 
but there were also Arabs and Albanians and Jews and 
two or three loyal Armenians. Yet few were of gentle 
birth. Nearly all were what in America would be 
called self-made men. This was the strength, the 
sanity of Islam. For since time immemorial have the 
autocrats of Asia maintained the democratic principle 
that ability is the only qualification for the highest 
services and honors; they have stooped among the 
crowd, the common herd, clutched an ordinary soldier, 
a slipper bearer, a pipe servant, a eunuch, even a 
slave, and given him limitless power, absolutely dis- 
regarding all the barriers of religion and birth and cul- 
tivation, and asking of him nothing but success. 


Race did not matter. More than one negro has 
been grand vizier. Nor did they consider a man’s na- 
tionality. Here, for instance, was this Irishman O’Mal- 
ley, this Wild Goose of Lim®érick; and he bowed with 
the rest before the sultan. 

The latter was seated cross legged in the glittering, 
chilly depths of a peacock throne that spread above his 
shriveled body with a barbaric blaze and stammer of 
emeralds and pearls and diamonds and rubies and star 
sapphires. His tiny, narrow, high veined_hands were 
nervously clutching the hilt of the huge six foot blade 
that lay across his knees. 

It was the sword which his ancestors had wielded in 
battle and raid. They had swept out of the brittle, yel- 
low Central Asian plains like a whirlwind of destruc- 
tion. Squat, powerful, red faced men on horseback, 
dressed in loose tunics of Mongolian tiger, riding be- 
neath standards of buffalo hide bearing rough Tartar 
cognizances, one day centuries ago they had obeyed 
some primeval urge and had galloped into the west. 
Thev had torn into the peaceful civilization of Persia, 
Arabia, Byzantine Greece, and eastern Europe with the 
leap of their lean knives, the rasping of bamboo lance 
butts, the jingling of turquoise studded headstalls, the 
scream and bray of the war trumpets. They had 
blazed a crimson path from Pekin to Moscow, from 
Jake Baikal to Damascus, from Constantinople 
straight up to the gates of Vienna, while Europe and 
half Asia praved and shuddered, and while the wheel- 
ing, carrion fed kites paralleled their progress on eager 
wings. They had struck such fear into the heart of 
Christendom that to this day, above the doors of old 
peasant houses in eastern Germany, you can read the 
archaic Gothic inscription: 

“ Against famine and fire and the wild Tartars, dear 
Lord God, protect us! ” 

They had come to loot. They had remained to fule. 

Gathering about them thousands of hawkish Cen- 
tral Asian marauders, Moslems of all races, the bitter 
sweepings of Bokhara and Khiva, of Kabul and Kash- 
yar and Yarkand and Samarkand: also German and 
Slav renegades, they had hewn out their empire with 
the sword; had held it with the sword—never to be 
beaten in battle, only to be beaten by the world’s me- 
chanical and civilizational advancement. 


ND here now was their descendant, Abdul Hamid, 

and he seemed wizen and ludicrous in his tightly 
buttoned black frock coat. He seemed weak and rather 
pathetic with his shriveled, scanty bearded, hook nosed 
features, almost like one who has been stunted, body 
and soul, by the weight of the peddler’s pack on his 
shoulders.

That laboratory of his, in the quiet heart 
of Africa, is one of the busiest places in the world. He 
estimates he has saved a million head of cattle. He 
has just discovered a serum for hoof and mouth disease 
and at the moment he had perfected a new test for 
animal sleeping sickness, simple and infallible. It was 
here we discovered that our Muley had the sickneas, 
and here she stayed for treatment, going later, when 
cured, to the mission. 


Madam Van Saceghem was as charming as ever, look- 
ing like a mediwval page with her black bobbed hair 
and scarlet cloak. We had not forgotten their kind- 
ness when I had the fever here before, and we promptly 
took more advantage of it, for Herbert’s temperature 
rose suddenly and alarmingly to almost a hundred and 
six. 

He was a very sick men. We feared it was the 
spirillum fever, but the analysis showed malaria—ma- 
laria in swarms—though he had taken his five grains 
of quinine a day like the rest of us. But five grains 
had not been enough to combat the infection. He had 
been having fever recurrently ever since Lubiro, 
though he had thrown it off quickly each time. This 
was the real attack—the crisis. Now the doctor gave 
him an injection of forty grains, and that night the 
temperature dropped eight degrees and by sunrise was 
normal. In two days Herbert was walking about. 


Ruanda is a fascinating place. It is the last great 
native kingdom. The Sultan Msinga, who keeps his 
court at Nyanza, is king over four million people. 

Here are two classes of natives, the common people, 
the Wahutu, and the dwarf Batwa, who were here be- 
fore the conquerors came down from the north, bring- 
ing their fine herds of cattle, and then the conquerors, 
the Watusi. 

The Watusi are born aristocrats, tall and slender as 
wands—some of the men are seven feet and over— 
bronze skinned, with finely modeled hands and feet, 
and oval, clear cut features of an Egyptian cast. The 
hair is typically woolly, but they wear it in a striking, 
high crested fashion of their own that is immensely 
effective. They have a fine flair for decoration. They 
have taken of the white man only his materials, the 
vivid scarlet and white cloth they drape their statuelike 
selves in, the. white and gold beads glisten against 
their brown satin skins. No old coats and shirts and 
trousers for them, such as the Wahutu chiefs deck 
themselves out with! 

The tiniest of imitation seed pearls are their delight, 
and these the women fashion into bands as our Amer- 
ican Indians did. The bold, black zigzag patterns on 
their baskets is reminiscent of our Indians, too. The 
baskets themselves are tall and slender, like the people, 
with conical, peaked covers; they are beautifully made 
and are unique in Africa. Since the Arab traders have 
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reached Ruanda with beads, some of the baskets are 
beaded, and through the kindness of a White Father 
we received one, a king’s present, made by the wives 
of Msinga with the beads that the Duke of Mecklen- 
burg had brought in to the sultan as a present on the 
duke’s journey across Uganda into Ruanda in 1907. 

Bichi Bichi was chief at Kissenyi now, the son vo 
the Ruarkadigi we had known who now lived at cour 
with his sovereign, and Bichi Bichi, a handsome, e/- 
feminate young man, with a Watusi air of languor and 
hauteur, was a daily visitor in our camp. Madam Van 
Saceghem saw to it that he brought examples of everv 
kind of work, and that we had some of the rare 
screens, woven of grass in black and white patterns 
with which the chief decorates the interior of his hut. 


They are wonderful jumpers, these long limbed peo- 
ple, and with a straight jump from a low takeoff of 
hard clay they can clear a crosspiece seven feet six 
inches high; they are skillful with the bow and arrow 
and can hit a small mark at a hundred paces. One 
rarely sees the high class Watusi women; they live in 
aloof seclusion in huts whose doorways are blocked 
with matting. All Africa to breathe in—and then life 
within a hut! 

Once a month the government boat makes th: 
rounds of Kivu, and through an arrangement we were 
able to hire the boat for our special trip. Early in the 
morning we waved farewell to our kind friends on 
shore, and all day long we glided through the quiet 
lake, stopping once at the island of Kwijwi for wood 
Tiny dwarf women mingled with the other natives in 
bringing it aboard; shy, elusive little creatures, impos- 
sible to approach. They wore a quaint fringe of : 
skirt of banana fiber. 


We went to the south end of the lake in one day, but 
rain and clouds ruined the hope of a sunset; we lande«l 
at Changugu in darkness and downpour, to find the 
sole occupant of the post, Monsieur Fiolle, waiting us 
hospitably with such a dinner as we shall not soon 
forget. There was a dessert of passion fruit and man- 
goes that was nectar and ambrosia. 

Our porters were waiting, asa courier had been sent 
about the lake to make arrangements, and next morn- 
ing we were off on our last journey on foot south oi 
Lake Tanganyika. It took as many men to bring 
us out of Africa as it did to bring us in, for as fast us 
we had got rid of a load of food or salt we had accu- 
mulated a load of trophies. Twenty-two men were 
carrving our ivory. Now we were a safari de luxe, for 
we had two chairs, as Madam Van Saceghem had given 
us a second; we had Alice’s chair, too, of course, and 
we had roads where at last we could use the wheels 
and where at last it was a joy to use them. Miss Wil- 
liams had certainly done her share of walking in the 
mountains, so now I gave her sole rights in the chair, 
and took to my wheel. It was great fun to skim along 
some of those paths, though I was never nearer death 
in Africa than I was on some of those attempts af 
skimming; it was not so much fun when we met sud- 
den and abrupt ravines. 

We were constantly crossing the little rivers which 
wandered into the Rusisi river, whose valley we wer: 
more or less following—the Rusisi‘is the river which 
runs south from Kivu to Lake Tanganyika—but rivers 
were fairly easy to cross. We used to wait on the 
edge of the ford until some nearby native wandered 
along out of misplaced curiosity or some village to 
village travelers came by, and then we got the hardiest 
looking to take us over, we riding horseback, as it 
were, on his shoulders. After the rivers I had waded 
through on elephant hunts this was sheer ease anc 
luxury! | 

Everything was ease and luxury. We had porters 
who actually intended to spend the week with us, 
porters who came for their loads each morning and who 
recognized and clamored for the same load that they 
had carried the day before. No work getting this 
safari started in the morning! 

West of Edward, in the mountains with those wild, 
shenzi carriers, the start had been utter warfare every 
day. If one of those men, by sheer chance, recog- 
nized his load of the day before his only attitude to it 
was of repugnance and passionate determination to 
have any other one than that; his only notion of 
lining up for duty was to duck into the bush and be 
rounded out by his headmen. If a man got a load con- 
sisting of two light bundles tied together, he dashed 
off behind a bush and untied one and gave it to a 
friend, and then the two of them, looking as if they 
were laden for the march, mingled with the rest, leav- 
ing the box that should have been on the friend’s head 
sitting lonesomely on the ground without a carrier. 
And to discover the authors of the trick meant getting 
every load that was suspected down off the head and 
lifted appraisingly. 

Over and over again those two dynamic spirits, Her- 
bert and Harry, with the more energetic among the 
bovs, had somehow got the two hundred loads dis- 
tributed among the two hundred heads, while the rest 
of us held back the laden ones from the start that 
would have cleared the whole place of men. 

O. it had been a life! Every night the two hundred 
carriers had chucked their burdens into camp and fled 
to sheltering huts, and every night a dynamic spirit 
had vigorously retrieved enough inen to get the loads 
sorted, the ones that would be wanted, such as the 
lamp, the oil for the lamp, the general supplies, the 
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medicine chest, put out on top, and the trophy boxes 
dug out from beneath the pile and their contents spread 
out and aired—and then snatched im again at the sud- 
den onrush of rain!—and the-whole piled where a can- 
vas would cover them. 

Chose were the things, the literally unending things, 


the infinitesimal details of camp that break a man’s 


hack with fatigue. But no more of it now—Just the 


general routine the boys could see to. 

And no more counting out bananas and figuring out 
two hundred rations «a night, sending off scouts for food. 
Evervthing was arranged, everything plentiful. 

Chose Rusisi bighlunds are a land literally of milk 
and honev. Herds of the wide horned cattle graze in 
the rich grass lands of those basin meadows; every- 
where one sees fat herds, fat flocks, nch groves and 
elds. 4 smiling plenty. We see, TOO, the watchers of 
the flocks sitting out in their conical shaped little shel- 
ters of grass that they carry about with them as pro- 
fection agaimst the rain. 

Herbert and I had a pleasant sense of renewing ac- 
iiaimtance with the country, for this was the way we 
had come north betore, into the gorilla country. Aft 
one cCalnp Was Chief IKisaci, whose roy al ivory bracelet, 
in alleged gift to Ahee, | was wearing. He had a lesser 
bracelet left. and | worked hard to buy it trom him; 
nothing would do but one of the folding chairs we used 
in the dining tent, and since safart awas nearly over he 
vot it and I got the bracelet, and when we marched 
iwav he had the chair out by the road and was seated 
n roval state among his courtiers. 

\t Kumuhira the country has a queer, patterned 
look. due to the outhming of the old cattle kraals ot 
cuphorbia. The natives make a tence by sticking bits 
of the euphorbia m the ground; it grows like magic and 
makes a dense, cactuslike hedge. When the hedge 1s 
too tall, the natives apparently find it less work to 
ibandon that enclosure and make another than to try 
ind keep it cut. Miles of the country are covered with 
old squares of the euphorbia. grown so tall that it has 
4 curious effect of ancient walls, and the deserted kraals 
ire like rooms in some old roofless palace. 

It was at Kumuhira that we filmed a dance ot 
young men, one of those symbolic dances where there 
vas more symbolism than dancing. There was one 
solo performer, however, who was a marvel—it takes 
power to dash out before your fellows on the sunbaked 
‘loor of the village square, im full davlight, with no ac- 
cesseries of costume, no aiding effect but the reiterated 
throb of drums, and let vourself go in such a dance, 
ch a mad gyrating, leaping rhythmic thing, that the 


the 


throng is carried with vou. 

A wide road, the barra-barra, led down to Usumbura 
and was the way we should have taken, but | fancy our 
guides had a visit to pay, for they took us to a charming 
village, grass fenced and sandy floored, thence straight 
down to the blue lake and east to Usumbura along the 
golden beach. | 

(‘sumbura is a most important post, the capital of 
Ruanda, the territory held under Belgian mandate. 
Here hves the commiussaire roval, who is the governor 
of these territories of Ruanda and Urundi. We were 
greatly interested to meet this man, a man appointed 
for life by the Belgian king under the league of nations, 
a man with absolute rule over four millions of peopl 
with no legislative check upon hin. 

Chat commiussaire roval is Monsieur Marzerau, a Bel- 
gian lawver who gained African experience on a com- 
mission of inquiry. He made a profound impression 
upon us that each day of the two weeks deepened. 
Happily, he speaks English perfectly, so there were no 
barriers of language between us. He has evervthing a 
Iman in that rare position ought to have, a fine disin- 
terestedness, a strength, understanding, vision and in- 
finite patience. That patience, with its hint of Lincoln- 
esque gentleness, was one of the most characteristic 
things about him to me; the man with large ends work- 
ing always with the queer, slippery stuff we call life and 
human nature. He is a man who will get things done, 
and they will be the right things as he sees the right. 

What he has done already was amazing to us who re- 
membered Usumbura as we had seen it after the war. 
Now we visited the hospital where long files of natives 
were being brought for the vaccination agamst the 
smallpox that bad ravaged the villages in the past; we 
filmed the babies at the Goutte de Lait, the Drop of 
Milk, the child welfare station inaugurated by Madam 
Marzerati where the native mothers bring their babies 
each week for weighing and report—the bringing being 
encouraged by the inevitable present of sult! The in- 
‘ant mortality ts high in Africa, due to poor feeding and 
ignorant neglect. 

The old stories of the Congo atrocities of King Leo- 
pold’s day still make Amenrecans ask the truth of the 
(‘ongo of today. There can be no doubt that today the 
\dmimistration is everything that the keenest sympa- 
thizer with the native would wish it to be; white do- 
minion is inevitable in Africa and it works certain hard- 
ships of work and hut tax—the hardships that govern- 
ment works upon us at home—but granted the inevita- 
mlty of administration, the only criticism of the Bel- 
vian government now Is that it is almost too favoring 
to the black. The officials, as we have met them, to 
the farthest outposts, were men of good type. There 
were the ones of long experience, like Flamand, the 
solitanes, who knew the wilds and the natives with 
understanding and sympathy; there were the new 
voung men, like Becquart, giving what we call a busi- 
ness administration; there were fine men at the head, 
like Van de Ghinste at Ruchuru, and in the mandated 
territory, as its supreme head, there was Marzerati. 

Madam Marzerati was an Englishwoman of unusual- 
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ly wide background; she had lived in the Onent, she 
had made long visits to the United States, and it gave 
us a great sense of homecoming to talk with one who 
knew, not only New York, but the canyons of the west. 
She had charm and character and she made Govern- 
ment house, with its large hospitality, a delightful place. 
She spoke Frenchowith perfeet fluency, and it was in- 
teresting that nowhere did I hear among the Belgian 
ladies a shade of criticism or jealoury. ; 


HE cordiality of the Marzeratis made our stay in 

l‘summbura pleasant indeed for us; we have mem- 
ories of a Christmas tree that towered to the ceiling, of 
«4 dinner table with a jungle of bronze and ivory cle- 
ohant< im commemoration of our prowess, of a contin- 
nous and frendly hospitality. 

[t was dehghtful, after the wilderness, but dressing 
for dinner m a tent has an aspect ol humor that was 
enhanced by the too apposite laughter of hyenas im the 
brush. There was a hotel in Usumbura, but we pre- 
ferred to keep our tents and our own kitchen as long 
is possible But this was the last of the safart The 
long walk was over. We had done, on foot trom camp- 
ing place to camping place, about seven hundred mules, 
counting two uniles to the hour, and with the hunting, 
reckoned at the same rate, we had done twelve hundred 


miles. 

All that remained was the packing, an agony of pack- 
ng. Koxes there were almost none, and boxes there 
hud to be. ten lined and soldered at that, and into those 
boxes had to be fitted the hides, the horns, the skulls, 
the musical instruments, the poisoned arrows, the 
drums. the endless colleetion from the Nameless moun- 
rains. 

Two of the men—Arthur was having a run of ma- 
luama—lived the lives of galley slaves those days, get- 
ting our varied possessions .nailed and roped and 
hound. but December 29 saw our goods in piles upon 
the dock. and ourselves bidding farewell with real 
regret to these new fnends, waiting for the good ship, 
the Baron Dhanis, to take us on our way 

Ax x mater of fact, the Baron was anvthing but a 
vood ship; the eating facilities were better than of 
vore, but the old leaky staterooms were unrepaired, 
the wire springs of the beds were unsoftened by any 
mattress, and the quarters where our cleanly bovs were 
herded among the cattle were unspeakable. There 1s 
a new bout on the lake, but that was small comfort to 
1S and our bovs. : 

All mght we plowed through the waters of Tangsan- 
vika, seemg the flares of little fisher boats out jack- 
byvhting the fish. like an unending water carnival; next 
morning we came into the lovely harbor of Kigoma. 
Four iniles away was the Arab town of Ujiyi, where 
Stanley and Livingstone had their historic meeting. 

Kigoma had rather a desolate. abandoned air in 
spite of the pretentiousness of the few showy buildings 
the Germans had erected there; it was especially life- 
less because we came just at noon, the begmning of 
the two hour there we were, with that 
mountain of luggage, anxious to get it through the 
Belgian customs and then through the English ecus- 
toms, and then into a train that was to leave for the 
east const at 3:30. There were boxes to weigh and 
ivory to we iwh and we iwhts tO pay for and luggage to 
declare and l:sts to be made out and money to be ex- 
ehanwed ane iekets te be brcrtvaehye, reed nothing eoutd 
we missed the 3:30 train 
for another

A kinder, more helpful per- 
son I have never met. She rushed about with us, intro- 
ducing us to officials who speedily became kind and 
helpful in turn, and between times we told each other 
snatches of our experiences. 

She had hunted hon and had a native boy beside 
her killed mn the lon charge; she had hunted buffalo 
with some men, one day, and had been charged by the 
stampeding herd. One fat man was the last to reach 
the trees up which the rest had scrambled for safety.
